Applicant's arguments presented in the After-Final response filed on 06-February-2006 have been fully considered but are not deemed 
persuasive: 

In response to the applicant's arguments that, "at a minimum, the combined teachings of the cited references do not describe or suggest 
alt the claim limitations set forth in independent claims 1,15 and 21", and that, in Rallis et al, "this key device serial number is not 
released in response to authenticating the user as claimed", the arguments have been fully considered but are not deemed persuasive. 
Rallis et al's teaching of the key device serial number, and its usage for allowing users access to the system, qualify examiner's 
interpretation that the keying device serial number has the same functionality of the claimed "keying material". Rallis et al teaches that 
"the user-validation program prompts the user to attach the key device 20 to the notebook computer 10", which indicates that the keying 
material or the serial number is released in response to authenticating the user. 

In response to the applicant's arguments that, "there is no teaching by the combination of Rallis and Adams in using a combination key", 
the arguments have been fully considered but are not deemed persuasive, because Adams, as stated in the previous office action, 
teaches combining keying materials to produce a combination key (column 2, lines 34-39, where the keying materials is read on "first 
partial seed" and "second partial seed", and the combination key is read on the "secret encryption key".) 

In response to the applicant's arguments that the combined references do not teach using the combined key to decrypt the second BIOS 
area, the arguments have been fully considered but are not deemed persuasive, because Adams teaches (column 2, lines 58-62.) 
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
